
Electronics Division Wins Air Force ZD A ward 


First Northwest 
Firm to Qualify 

The Electronics Division of Electro¬ 
nic Specialty Company, 18900 N. E. 
Sandy Boulevard, was presented with a 
citation and awarded a certificate of 
merit by the United States Air Force 
for participation in the Air F orce “Zero 
Defects’’ program. 

The presentation was made on July 
15 before a gathering of all Division em¬ 
ployees by Colonel Bedell, Executive 
Officer to Colonel Price, Air Force 
Plant Representative at Boeing, and by 
Major Mazingo, head of the Air Force 
Contract Management Office, Seattle. 
Mr. Phil Gustlin, General Manager of 
the Electronics Division, accepted on 
behalf of the employees. 

The Electronics Division is the first 
northwest firm to receive this award, 
and the citation read in part, “The 
Electronics Division initiated their 
program on 9 November, 1964 and 100% 
of the employees pledged themselves to 
strive constantly for improved quality 

of workmanship-and having met 

or exceeded those parameters estab¬ 
lished for the award, their contribution 
in the defense preparedness effort enti¬ 
tles them to the United States Air Force 
Zero Defects Program ‘Participation 
Award’ 

There are three levels of recogni¬ 
tion in the program: First, recogni¬ 
tion of the importance of the Zero 
Defects program and full participation 
in it. Second, to the Division for 
measurable and continuing improve¬ 
ment in products within the concept 
of the program, and third, recognition 
to individuals or groups for outstand¬ 
ing achievement. 

The Zero Defects program has as 
its goal the absolute reliability of all 
hardware used in connection with the 
National Defense and the Space 
program.

No Second Chance

While attending the presentation to 
the Division of the Zero Defects Parti¬ 
cipation Award by the Air Force, I 
became aware of the fact that some of 
our people do not realize the serious¬ 
ness of the Z. D. Program. I would 
like to relate a true story to show 
you why it is imperative to do it 
“Right The First Time!” 

During World War II our tank group , 
was approaching the Rhine River. I 
was visiting with a good friend of 
mine, a tank commander, to congra¬ 
tulate and envy him and his crew. 
They had just received a new Patton 
tank from the States — this was the 
very latest equipment available and was 
the first American tank carrying a gun 
big enough to equal anything the enemy 
had. 

We were about two miles from the 
Rhine, and it was of the utmost impor¬ 
tance to capture all bridges possible 
in order to keep our forces advancing 
and thereby shorten the war. As I 
stood talking with my friend he was 
called by his Company Commander and 
given the mission of capturing one of 
the bridges. I watched this tank as it 
approached the bridge, the crews eager 
to use their powerful new weapon. 
Then out of nowhere two German tanks 
appeared. 

The American tank had the upper 
' hand from the standpoint of superior 
guns and thickness of armor, but for 
some reason t hey did not fire one 
shotl The enemy fired seven times and 
destroyed the American tank and the 
lives of five American boys. 

Since the tank Commander and I had 
known each other for several years and 
had gone to school together it seemed 
important that I notify his parents of 
how he died. I later talked with the 
Ordnance unit which had recovered the 
destroyed tank, trying to find out why 
they failed to fire a shot. The conclu¬ 
sion of the ordnance men: a small 
sensing switch of the stabilizer unit 
failed to operate! 

How do you tell a grieving family this? 

Today American troops are in combat 
in several places around the globe - 
many are your sons, husbandsandclose 
friends - - many are using equipment 
containing relays and gyros built by 
YOU - - so take Z. D. seriously, 
for the next time it won’t be my friend 
Ralph Harris for he has already paid 
with his life, but it could be someone 
very close to you - -.
